'“ DISARMAMENT.” 


MAJOR BRYAN COOPER’S 
LECTURE. 


** The Problem of Disarmament ” was the 
title of a lecture which Major Bryan Cooper, 
T.D., delivered last evening, under the 
supra) of the League of Nations Society of 
freland, to a large audience in “the Mansion 
House, Dublin. Senator J. D. Douglas pre- 
sided. 

Major Cooper said that the vested in- 
terests, the influence of the manufactures of [ 
weapons, and the enormous amoumit of capital | 
sunk in this manufacture could “be gauged 
from the fact that in 1920 the total ex of 
arms and ammunition from the U.S.A, was 

valued at 561 millions I dollars. The s 
gestion that this should be a State monopoly { 
was a step in the right direction, but the 
most serious obstacle in the way of disarma- 
ment was the widespread feeling of national 
insecurity. that existed in Europe. As the 
nations would not disarm, the Lea 
concentrated. on the ~ creation some 
machinery whereby the provisions of the 
Covenant could be effectively implemented. 

The Treaty of Mutual Assistance had been 
found unacceptable, and te consideration 
of an American scheme brought 
forward the Protocol, which was in all essen- 
tials-merely an amplification of the Covenant, 
and sheuld only be considered as a prelim- 
nary to a Disarmament Conference to be 
summoned by the League. The statesmen 

who would attend this conference would be 
suscentible mainly to public opinion in their 
own countries, and unless: public opinion was 
awakened to the necessity disarmament 
the conference would fail.
